NO TIME TO WASTE

B usinesses have 

praised an 
innovative scheme 
to keep Hackney’s 
streets free of waste all 
year round. 

The Council has 
introduced a new system 
for rubbish collection on 
the borough’s main 
thoroughfares. 


Businesses and residents 
on these roads are being 
asked to put out their 
rubbish at set times. 

There are two collection 
slots every day, including 
weekends. 

A similar scheme has 
been operating along part 
of the A10 in Stoke 
Newington for two years 
and won a Keep Hackney 
Tidy Award in 2007, along 
with praise from residents. 

The Council has written 
to businesses and residents 


affected by the changes, 
and signs on the relevant 
streets will show the times 
that rubbish can be put 
out. Atique Choudhury, 
owner of Yum Yum 
restaurant in Stoke 
Newington High Street, 
welcomed the scheme. He 
said: “Hackney has 
changed and its 
requirements have 
changed too. There are 
lots of restaurants and 
bars serving fresh food, 
which means a lot of 


waste, so it is a very good 
initiative for the Council 
to introduce this new 
scheme. 

“The streets have never 
been cleaner, and there 
will be added value for 
people visiting Hackney, 
seeing it’s now a very 
desirable place to live.” 

The scheme is being 
phased in to allow people 
time to get used to the new 
system. However, people 
who continue to put out 
their rubbish outside the 


set times could face a fine. 

Cllr Alan Laing, Cabinet 
Member for 
Neighbourhoods, said: 
“The aim is to keep the 
streets free of clutter and 
create a brighter, cleaner 
environment for 
businesses, residents and 
visitors alike.”

Keep it clean 
everyone 


AS well as freezing Council Tax for the fourth year running, 
this year’s Council budget invested an extra £1 .Smillion in 
keeping Hackney clean. How the borough looks is 
important not just for residents, but also for our businesses: 
visitors are far more likely to come to Hackney if the streets 
are clean, in good condition and free from litter. This in turn 
means more money into the borough’s local economy. 

But the Council cannot keep the borough clean by itself: we 
need residents and businesses to do their bit too. This is 
why we have stepped up our enforcement campaign 
against the small minority of people who are too 
thoughtless to keep the borough clean, and also why we 
are introducing a new system of waste collection for the 
businesses and flats on our busiest streets. 

By making sure that commercial and domestic waste on 
our busiest streets is put out at specific times, the Council 
can collect it quickly every day, preventing our roads and 
pavements getting clogged up with rubbish at the times 
when people want to do their shopping, pick their children 
up from school or just walk through the borough. This 
system works well in some of London’s most famous 
shopping areas, such as Oxford and Regent streets. 

Keeping Hackney clean and free from rubbish is 
everybody’s responsibility. The Council will continue to 
invest in cleaning the borough, and we are now spending 
more than £1 Omillion a year doing so, but we all need to 
play our part to make sure it gets less dirty in the first 
place.

Speak out 
on bookies 

RESIDENTS are invited to a meeting 
to investigate the spread of betting 
shops in Hackney - which has three 
times as many as other boroughs. 

Currently, there are more than 60 
bookmakers in Hackney, compared to 
a local authority average of 20. The 
Town Hall meeting on 1 1 June is for 
people to feedback to the Council’s 
Community Safety and Social 
Inclusion Scrutiny Commission on the 
issue. Whether people are affected by 
the opening of new betting shops in 
their street, are an operator or regular 
customer, the commission wants to 
hear from everyone. 

Licensing and planning regulations 
do not leave much scope to take 
concern from residents or the Council 
into account if new betting shops 
apply to open up. 

Cllr Deniz Oguzkanli, commission 
chair, said: “We are responding to 
residents’ concerns. I urge people to 
take part, either by written submission 
or at the meeting.” 

Meanwhile, Cllr Feryal Demirci has 
been elected as the new chair of the 
Council’s Children and Young People 
Scrutiny Commission.

H ackney has 

smashed ambitious 
annual targets to 
build affordable 
housing in the borough. 

The Council was set the 
challenge of building 543 
new affordable homes in 
the last financial year 
2008/09, but forged ahead 
and oversaw the 
construction of over 800. 

Around 350 of these 
were for social renting, 
over half of which have 


been designed for families. 

These latest figures 
reinforce an upward trend, 
showing the Council has 
exceeded targets set by the 
Greater London Authority 
for new affordable housing 
since 2001. Jules Pipe, 
Mayor of Hackney, said: 
“The borough needs more 
homes, and certainly more 
family homes, so this is 
good news. ” 

Hackney works in 
partnership with housing 
associations, which build 
new developments at sites 
across the borough. 

High-profile projects 
have included Cordwainer 


House, in Mare Street, 
completed by 
Metropolitan 
Housing 
Group.

This led to him 
becoming a tailor’s 
apprentice, which allowed 
him to save enough money 
to come to Europe. 

Having run several local 
businesses over the years, 
Cllr Unluer now continues 
to work in the borough. 

He is also an active 
member of the Turkish 
community, including 
founding the Turkish 
Islamic Cultural Trust and 
the UK Turkish Islamic 
Association.

T here were 

celebrations at Lea 
View Estate for the 
official opening of a 
new play area - one of 12 
across the borough which 
the Council has given a 
dramatic makeover. 

A £2.5million fund from 
the Department of 
Children, Schools and 
Families (DCSF), helped 
renovate the public spaces 
as part of the first year of 
the Play Pathfinder project. 

The scheme aims to re- 
introduce risk and natural 
elements to play, 
incorporating fallen trees, 
boulders and sand pits, as 
well as using changes in 
surface levels where 
possible. Each design is 
specific to the chosen site. 

The locations were 
decided with help from 
experts after a public 
consultation, and were also 


based on the level of need in 
the area. 

Helen Williams, 

Secretary of Lea View 
House Tenants and 
Residents Association, 
said: “The children and 
adults here really love the 
new playground, which 
has helped to improve the 
look and feel of the estate. 

“We’re so pleased to have 
been involved in the project 
right from the start, 
especially the children, who 
have been able to have their 
say about what they 
wanted at the design stage 
and help with the planting.” 

Mark Edwards, secretary 
of Alden and Broadway 
TRA, added: “A lot of 
people that would have 
walked past before are now 
using the space. It’s very 
tranquil and relaxing. It’s a 
park now instead of a 
dreary open space.” 

The Play Pathfinders 
project is managed by The 
Learning Trust, which is 
responsible for delivering 
education services in

eventually provide 28 
brand new or improved 
play areas. 

Cllr Rita Krishna, 
Cabinet Member for 
Children’s Services, said: 
“Playing is a way for 
children to explore and 
learn about the world, as 
well as the more obvious 
benefit of exercise. 

“We look forward to the 
continued involvement of 
local people in planning the 
Phase Two play areas.”

A S a teenager in 

Belfast during the 
Troubles, Jim 
Armstrong was 
drawn to London in 1970 
by its opportunities. 

Now well-known in the 
borough as co-ordinator 
of Hackney’s famous 
Laburnum Boat Club, on 
the banks of the Regent’s 
Canal in Haggerston, Jim 
was among a group of 
people who arrived on site 


in the early 1980s, when it 
was a piece of derelict 
land once home to an old 
Victorian gas works. 

He has seen things 
transformed for the better 
in Hackney over the past 
quarter of a century, but 
says that some things 
don’t change.

club in the form of 
£150,000 in funding 
from Team Hackney. A 
good relationship with 
the Bridge Academy - 
the boundary of which 
butts directly on to that 
of the club - has also 
helped. 

The academy is the 
leaseholder of the site, 
and has allowed the club 
access to an extra strip of 
land. This has proved vital 
in the refurbishment of the 
25-year-old timber A- 
frame clubhouse, 
providing space for an 
extension that houses new 
changing rooms. 

Now Year Seven and 
Eight academy students 
are among the hundreds of 
young people who take 
part in kayak courses and 
other activities. 

Jim says: “The A-frame 
clubhouse was built in 
1983 when we first 
opened and was supposed 
to last for 18 months. 



“The difference now it’s 
been refurbished is 
immense. It was much 
loved but small and in bad 
repair. We still have the A- 
frame shape, but now also 
a new kitchen, lockers, 
showers and toilets, all 
with wheelchair access 
and, crucially, decent-sized 
changing rooms.” 


Jim, has lived in Stoke 
Newington since 1978, 
and has two children at 
Stoke Newington School. 
He has long been firmly 
dedicated to Hackney. 

“After teacher training, I 
got a summer job at 
Islington Boat Club in 
1975, and that turned my 
head. I decided to go into 
youth work,” says Jim. 


“I came to Hackney as a 
part-time play leader at 
Clissold Park. I fell in love 
with the area and I swore 
I’d come back and live in 
Stoke Newington. It took 
me five years.”

Currents of Time: New Work by Zineb 
Sedira, Tues-Sat, until 25 July, Rivington 
Place, EC1 

THE coast of Mauritania, north-west Africa, is a 
little-known paradise for birdwatchers; a 
departure point for African migrants trying to 
reach Europe; and a graveyard for beached and 
broken vessels. 

With video work, light-boxes and photographs, 
Zineb Sedira has created a haunting adventure 
that sits well in Rivington Place’s unusual 
structure. 

Atryptich of photographs titled Maratime 
Nonsense sit in the window. These images of 
choppy water, grey skies and twisted rusting 
wrecks at once sum up the mood of Sedira’s 
show, but also offer little warning of the 
intensity of the work inside the gallery. 

Her video installation Floating Coffins uses 14 


screens of various sizes, and ten small 
speakers suspended from the ceiling. Harsh 
noise and constantly-changing on-screen 
activity fill a darkened room, suggesting the 
bleak and beautiful contrasts of the area. 
Waves crash against a scrawny wreck with a 
bare mast; pelicans calmly hop among shards 
of rusty metal and scraps of coloured plastic; 
and flocks of birds take flight on one screen, 
while on another, a man mounted on a rubber 
tyre bobs quietly towards a broken ship. 
Upstairs, a series of lightboxes are ranged 
against the wall, cables trailing on the floor 
around them. The silence in here creates a 
distinctly different mood to the racket of the 
floor below. The back-lit boxes pull the focus 
onto the astonishingly bright blue sky and sea; 
the angular deserted buildings; and the strange 
beauty of the disintegrating boat carcasses.

Buddies giving 
birth a boost 


THE country’s Chief 
Nurse, Dame Christine 
Beasley, visited Homerton 
hospital to be updated on 
an award-winning scheme 
that helps pregnant 
women and new mums 
care for their babies. 

The Reducing Infant 
Mortality Programme 
(RIMP) was set up in 
Hackney to combat the 
high level of deaths 
among youngsters, 
especially in the black 
African and Caribbean 
communities. 

The two-year 
programme, funded by 
Team Hackney, won the 
2008 award for reducing 
health inequalities in the 
prestigious Health Service 
Journal Awards and has 
been praised by experts 
across the country. 

The programme 
features a team of trained 
local volunteers known as 
‘bump buddies’ and ‘birth 
buddies’ who advise 


women through 
pregnancy and support 
them through labour. 

Dame Christine met 
some of the buddies 
during her visit to 
Hackney last month. She 
also heard a presentation 
about the programme 
and its impressive results, 
including increasing 
breastfeeding; earlier 
booking and better 
attendance at antenatal 
classes; and fewer 
emergency admissions to 
hospital. 

All but one of the ten 
projects within the RIMP 
programme is now 
expected to be 
mainstreamed by the 
NHS City and Hackney 
later this year.

resulting in Okey being 
found not guilty of treason 
and set free once he 
resigned his army 
commission. 

It was after his retirement 
that Okey acquired Barber’s 
Barn, dividing his time 
between Hackney and 
Bedfordshire. He continued 
his radical religious and 
political activities, being 
arrested more than once, 
and following a turbulent 
path both in Parliament 
and once again in the army. 

He became notorious 
enough for a scurrilous 
ballad, ‘Colonel Okie’s 
Lamentation’, to be 
circulated in London. 

In 1661, the monarchy 
was restored and Okey fled 
to Europe but was soon 
arrested and returned to 
England where he was tried 
for regicide and executed at 
Tyburn on 19 April 1662. 

Some of his letters from 
prison along with his 
speech and prayers on the 
scaffold were afterwards 
published, a copy being 
held in the Local Studies 
Library. Okey’s funeral was 
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To kill a king

O N what is now the 
south corner of 
Darnley Road and 
Mare Street, there 
once stood an imposing 
three-storey brick and 
timber Tudor house. 

Known by the curious 
name of Barber’s Barn, a 
corruption of the even more 
strange Barbour Berns, it 
was built around 1590. The 
house’s most famous 
inhabitant was Colonel 
John Okey who moved in 
during the 1650s, though 
he was not to enjoy his new 
home for long. Okey was 
born in 1606 

THE 


in the parish of St Giles-in- 
the-Fields, where he 
married his first wife in 
1630, although he seems to 
have possessed a radical 
outlook on religion as he 
worshipped as both a 
Baptist and a 
Congregationalist. 

His political views were 
also radical, and at the 
outbreak of the Civil War in 
1642 he sided with 
Parliament against the 
King. He soon became a 
major and when 
Cromwell’s New Model 
Army was formed in 1645 
he was made colonel of a 
regiment of dragoons. 

When radical factions 
began to form amongst the 

the 
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Parliamentarians, Okey and 
his regiment demonstrated 
their loyalty with ‘The 
Declaration of the Armie’ 
made to army commander 
Thomas Fairfax in 1647, 
signed both by Okey and 
Colonel Charles Fleetwood 
of Fleetwood House, Stoke 
Newington, a copy of 
which is held by Hackney 
Archives in the Local 
Studies Library. 

The following year Okey 
was appointed as a 
commissioner to the High 
Court of Justice for the trial 
of Charles I, he signed the 
King’s death warrant, and 
was involved in arranging 
the Royal execution in 
January 1649. 

But by the 1650s, Okey 
was 

speaking out 
against 
Cromwell’s 
ideas and 
methods and 
in 1653 signed 
‘The Humble 
Petition of 
Several 

Colonels of the 
Army’ for 
which he was 
he was court- 
marshalled and 
condemned to 
death. Cromwell 
commuted the 
sentence, 


due to be held at St 
Dunstan’s in Stepney, but 
when it became known a 
large crowd was expected, 
he was instead buried 
within the Tower of 
London. 

Barbour’s Barn passed 
through various owners 
and occupiers over the 
years, surviving until 


around 1709 when it was 
demolished to make way 
for Loddiges’ horticultural 
nurseries. More of its story 
will be explored in a future 
History Page.

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Dalston diversion extended 

A TRAFFIC diversion in Dalston allowing Transport for 
London (TfL) to extend the East London Line to Highbury & 
Islington is to remain in place until late October. 

Two-way traffic was due to be reinstated at the end of May, 
but work to replace a Victorian road bridge, which runs 
above the new line between Ashwin Street and Kingsland 
High Street, will take longer as additional steelwork has 
been found and needs to be removed. 

The diversion arrangements (below) are unchanged. One 
lane of traffic in this area will remain closed. Westbound 
traffic, including buses and bicycles, will be diverted from 
Dalston Lane along Queensbridge Road, then on to 
Richmond Road and Kingsland Road. 

Bus route numbers 30, 38, 56, 242, 277, and N38 will be 
diverted along this route. 

Eastbound traffic will be unaffected and pedestrian access 
will be maintained at all times.

• 4 large whole mackerel, with guts taken out by 
fishmonger 

• 1 lemon 

• 6 large sprigs of rosemary 

• 4 knobs of butter 

• 4 handfuls of pearl barley 

• Vegetable stock - enough to cover the pearl 
barley and then half that amount again 

• Half a glass of red wine 

• 4 banana shallots 

• 3 cloves of garlic 

• Samphire (optional) 


Method 

• Strip and chop two of the rosemary sprigs, 
plus the garlic, and mash into butter with salt 
and pepper 

• Stuff mackerel with butter, add a lemon wedge 
and a whole sprig of rosemary and reserve 
until barley is almost cooked 

• Sweat shallots in a pan and then add pearl 
barley and stock. Cook until barley has 
softened. If using samphire, add to pearl 
barley for the last 30 seconds - just long 
enough to get it hot 

• In an oven pre-heated to 200C cook stuffed 
mackerel for five mins. You may see the skin 
bubble but even if you don't, be brave and 
don't overcook it 

• Serve the whole fish on a bed of pearl barley

WITH a degree in 
criminology, Donna has 
enjoyed using her skills in 
the borough over the last two 
years, following similar work 
for Haringey, Barnet, and 
Enfield councils. While her 
team of eight is based in 
Daubeney Road, her daily 
routine takes her all around 
the borough. 

“It’s more about prevention 
than dealing with problems 
after they have happened. 
Wherever there’s a need - 
you’ll find us,” she says. “We 
work all over Hackney 
talking to local people, 
businesses, and in schools. 


“Finding other groups, which 
can help us deal creatively 
with local issues is very 
important. It might be social 
services or another Council 
department, but equally it 
could be a voluntary group, 
such as one that’s looking to 
start a local football league 
for young people,” she 
added.

T HE Mobile 

Intervention Team 
(MIT) was set up in 
2007, and aims to 
stop young people getting 
involved in crime. 

This often involves 
situations where young 
people can find themselves 
in danger of getting caught 
up with gangs, drugs, and 
violence. 

The work is varied, and 
where possible, the team 
tries to educate young 
people into making the 
right decisions. 

Talking to children of 
primary school age before 
negative influences can take 


hold is one new initiative. 

Another is speaking to 
parents, who often benefit 
from understanding the 
pressures facing young 
people today such as 
‘postcode’ rivalries. 

Setting up courses and 
workshops for young 
people, which lead them 
towards more positive 
lifestyles is also an 
important part of the team’s 
work, as are practical 
solutions like helping to re- 
house families. 

Unlike elsewhere in the 
country, a police officer 
works full-time with the 
team. Some team members 
help with preventing crime 
or anti-social behaviour, 
while others work with past 
offenders wanting to 
change their lifestyle.
